One day, while I was coming 
with the date stones on my head, I met Allah's Messenger (X$&) along with some 
Ansari people. He called me and then, (directing his camel to kneel down) said, "Ikh! 
Ikh!" so as to make me ride behind him (on his camel). I felt shy to travel with the 
men and remembered Az-Zubair and his sense of Ghira, as he was one of those 
people who had the greatest sense of Ghira. Allah's Messenger (X$&) noticed that I 
felt shy, so he proceeded. I came to Az-Zubair and said, "I met Allah's Messenger ( 
X$&) while I was carrying a load of date stones on my head, and he had some 
companions with him. He made his camel kneel down so that I might ride, but I felt 
shy in his presence and remembered your sense of Ghira (See the glossary). On 
that Az-Zubair said, "By Allah, your carrying the date stones (and you being seen by 
the Prophet (;£$&) in such a state) is more shameful to me than your riding with him." 
(I continued serving in this way) till Abu Bakr sent me a servant to look after the 
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horse, whereupon I felt as if he had set me free. (Bukhari 5224)

FATWA: GIRLS & WOMEN HAVE A DUTY TO SEEK KNOWLEDGE 

Question: 

Is it permissible for girls to go to school in order to get an education? 
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Answer: 


Praise be to Allah 

Learning nowadays is an urgent necessity for individuals and societies alike, and at 
the same time learning outside of institutions whose certificates are recognised is not 
acknowledged and is like having no education. If a person does not go to these 
educational institutions, he may be faced with some difficulties and hardships in his 
life which may well be detrimental to his interests to a large extent. 

Whatever is proven to be in a person’s best interests, and for which there is nothing 
in Islamic teaching to indicate that it is not allowed, is something that is Islamically 
prescribed, and with regard to that which is Islamically prescribed, there is no 
differentiation between males and females, because that which is permissible for 
men is permissible for women, unless there is evidence for differentiating between 
them. 

Shaykh al-Albaani (may Allah have mercy on him) said: 

In fact the ability to read and write is one of the blessings that Allah, may He be 
blessed and exalted, has bestowed upon humanity, as is indicated by the verses in 
which He, may He be glorified and exalted, says (interpretation of the meaning): 

“Read! In the Name of your Lord, Who has created (all that exists), 

Has created man from a clot (a piece of thick coagulated blood). 

Read! And your Lord is the Most Generous, 

Who has taught (the writing) by the pen” 

[al-‘Alaq 96:1-4], 

It is like all other blessings that Allah has bestowed upon them, and wants them to 
use in obedience to Him. So it is not appropriate for parents to deprive their 
daughters of education, on condition that they take care to raise them with Islamic 
attitudes, as is obligatory upon them with regard to their sons also. There is no 
differentiation in this regard between males and females. 

The basic principle in this regard is that everything that is required with regard to 
males is also required with regard to females, and what is permissible for males is 
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permissible for females, with no differentiation, as is indicated by the words of the 
Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him: “Women are the counterparts of 
men.” Narrated by ad-Daarimi and others. So it is not permissible to differentiate 
except on the basis of a text to that effect.

FATWA: A WIFE HAS A RIGHT TO VISIT HER PARENTS ON A 

REASONABLE BASIS 

Question: "Her husband does not allow her to visit her sick mother. What should 
she do?" 

Answer (by Sheikh Muhammad Salah): 

In fact, it is not permissible for the husband to ban his wife from upholding the ties of 
her kinship; not only at taking care of the parents, but all the ar'ham (family members 
whom it is forbidden to marry, male and female). 

Allah (swt) has ordered to uphold the ties of kinship. It has been mentioned in many 
ayat (verses in the Quran) and several ahadeeth (reports about the Prophet pbuh), 
and so on. 

The man, Allah (swt) gave him a guardianship, and the protective role to play when 
He says, "Men are the protectors and maintainers of women..." (Quran 4:34) He (the 
husband) should not abuse his power of protection and guardianship. He should 
really understand it's a responsibility, not just an honour; a responsibility to take care 
of his family, and everyone who is under his guardianship. 

As well as he visits his parents and relatives, he should not ban his wife from visiting 
her parents and (non-marriageable) relatives (such as her brother or sister), whether 
they are sick or healthy. Actually the visits should be on a regular basis if it's 
accessible; if they are in the same city, for instance. 

But what some husbands do, abusing this power, does not please Allah (swt). As a 
matter of fact, it is something that is entirely rejected by the Shariah (Islamic Law). 
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And the wife has the right to visit her parents and has the right to allow her parents to 
visit her at home, except if the husband realises that the parents are not practising 
Muslims, that they are misleading the wife, that whenever she goes home, she picks 
up some evil habits... In this case, he can refuse them to come, but let her talk to 
them on the phone or say "I (he) will come with you." 

But to sever them (relations of kinship) entirely? No. Because Allah (swt) said, (even) 
in the case of the non-believing parents (who) are working hard and hindering you 
from the path of Allah (swt): "If they strive hard to convert you, to make you abandon 
your religion, then obey them not in this regard, but with regards to the rest of the 
relationship, give them good company." (Quran 29:8)

FATWA: FULFILLING THE RIGHTS OF ONE’S SPOUSE IN THE 

MARRIAGE CONTRACT 


The duty of men to live with their wives honorably and with kindness:

"Woe to Al-Mutaffifeen. Those who, when they have to receive by measure from 
men, demand full measure. And when they have to give by measure or weight to 
men, give less than due. Think they not that they will be resurrected (for reckoning), 
on a Great Day, the Day when (all) mankind will stand before the Lord of All That 
Exists?" (Qur'an 83:1-6) 

Shaikh Ibn al-'Uthaymeen A! said: 

This similitude which Allaah A 1 " mentioned in this Aayah (verse), regarding giving 
full measure and full weight, is mentioned by way of example. Based on this, 
anything which resembles it can be related to it. Anyone who demands that his rights 
be paid in full while he himself does not pay the rights which are due upon him is 
included in this Aayah. 

Example: the husband demands that his wife should give him his rights in full, 
without any negligence or laxity on her part in regards to his rights. But when it is his 
turn to fulfill her rights, he is negligent and careless, and does not give her what is 
due for her. And how many women complain about this behavior from their 
husbands - and Allaah’s refuge is sought. 

There are many a women, her husband demands from her that she fulfills his rights 
in full, but he himself does not fulfill her rights in full. Rather, he diminishes her rights 
by great extent - regarding spending on her and living with her honorably and with 
kindness. 
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Oppression against others is more severe than a man oppressing himself in regards 
to the rights of Allaah. When a man oppresses himself regarding the rights of Allaah, 
he is under Allaah’s Will. So as long as it is not Shirk (or Kufr), then Allaah may 
forgive him if He Wills, or He will punish him if He Wills. But as for the 
rights of other people, then no doubt they will be paid off from his good deeds. 

This is why the Prophet aJc. a\ L5 i^. said, “Do you know who is the bankrupt?” 
They said, “The bankrupt among us is one who has neither money with him nor any 
property.” He ^ said, “The real bankrupt of my Ummah would be he who 

would come on the Day of Resurrection with Salaah (Prayers), Saum (Fasting) and 
Sadaqah (Charity), (but he will find himself bankrupt on that Day as he will have 
exhausted the good deeds) because he reviled others, brought calumny against 
others, unlawfully devoured the wealth of others, shed the blood of others and beat 
others; so his good deeds would be credited to the account of those (who suffered at 
his hand). If his good deeds fall short to clear the account, then their sins would be 
entered in his account and he would be thrown in the (Hell) Fire.”

So far as Abu 
Jahm is concerned, he is a great beater of women, but Usama b. Zaid... She pointed 
with her hand (that she did not approve of the idea of marrying) Usama. But Allah's 
Messenger (may peace be upon himn) said: Obedience to Allah and obedience to 
His Messenger is better for thee. She said: So I married him, and I became an object 
of envy.
